The mission of the Brooklyn Museum is to act as a bridge betw een the rich artistic heritage of w orld cultures, as 
embodied in its collections, and the unique experience of each visitor Dedicated to the primacy of the visitor 
experience, committed to excellence in every aspect of its collections and programs, and drawing on both new 
and traditional tools of communication, interpretation and presentation, the Museum aims to serve its diverse public 
as a dynamic, innovative and welcoming center for learning through the visual arts Founded in 1823 as the 
Brooklyn Apprentices' Library Association, today's Brooklyn Museum holds one of the most comprehensive and 
wide-ranging collections in the nation, enhanced by a distinguished record of exhibitions, scholarship, and 
service to the public The Museum's vast and comprehensive holdings span 5,000 years of human creativity from 
cultures in every corner of the globe The Museum's administration and programmatic activities are overseen by 
32 volunteer Trustees, 270 full-time and 38 part-time staff, and a corps of over 295 interns, guides, and 
volunteers In recent years, an increasingly competitive nonprofit environment has forced museums to measure 
their impact in a number of different w ays In addition to serving as beacons of enlightenment and ideas, 
museums have also proven integral to the economic health and stability of local communities across the country, 
providing a shared space for education, inspiration, and tolerance This grow ing realization of their ow n 
importance has spurred museums to pursue new audiences, expand programming, and build new partnerships 
At the arc of this curve is the Brooklyn Museum Driving Local Development Over the past ten years, the Museum 
has transformed itself from a slumbering outer-borough giant into a dynamic innovator and leader among New 
York City cultural institutions With a long-term goal to serve an audience w hose demographics represent those of 
Brooklyn and New York City at large, the Museum serves one of the youngest and most diverse audiences of any 
museum in the nation w ith 40% of visitors w ho self-identify as persons of color, 50% under the age of 35 and 
many first-time museum-goers It has repeatedly been linked to the cultural, economic, and community 
renaissance of its surrounding neighborhoods and the borough of Brooklyn, driving positive media attention, foot 
traffic, and spending, as well as contributing to long-term residential diversity and stability Building New 
Audiences The National Endow ment for the Arts' Arts Participation 2008 survey reveals that few er adults are 
choosing art museums as a leisure-time destination The Museum's First Saturdays program presents a stark 
contrast to this finding w ith a record-breaking audience of 80,000 in fiscal year 2009 (July 1 , 2008 - June 30, 
2009) representing growth of over 10,000 fromthe previous year Dynamic programmatic offerings, in 
combination w ith unique exhibitions and ground-breaking uses of technology, have contributed to a Museum 
audience that continues to become younger and more diverse Data collected during 2008 reveals that over 50% 
of First Saturdays participants self-identify as people of color, w ell above the average 40% of its general 
Museum visitorship Also, over 70% of First Saturdays participants are under the age of 45, representing a 10% 
increase of visitors of this age group over the past three years A Center for Learning With the arts proven to 
boost educational engagement and academic achievement, and to foster critical thinking, civic engagement, and 
tolerance, the Museum serves as a key educational and societal resource Each year the Museum welcomes 
tens-of-thousands of New York City school children and their teachers to use objects fromthe collection to 
reinforce learning of classroom curricula and gain important hands-on art-making opportunities Families gain 
unique opportunities for intergenerational learning that foster a life-long appreciation for the arts A Unique 
Partner A proud partner to diverse cultural and educational organizations from across Brooklyn and the City, the 
Museum brings unparalleled resources to the table Its w orld-class encyclopedic collection spans countless 
cultures and ideas Its mission, to help diverse visitors draw connections to the rich artistic heritage embodied by 
these collections through dynamic and wide-ranging programming, is distinct among its peers Its staff members 
are distinguished leaders in their respective fields All of these factors contribute to the Museum's continued 
prominence as a local and national model for the role that cultural institutions can and should play in our local 
communities and neighborhoods
